REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art of record does not teach or make obvious a traveling system comprising 
a driving vehicle driven by a driving unit, a driving motor mounted to the vehicle, 
a controller mounted on the driving vehicle, a power supply section that moves 
together with the driving vehicle and supplies power to the driving motor, where 
the power supply section is detachably connected to the vehicle, is disconnected 
from the driving vehicle when the vehicle runs with a low load, and is connected 
to the vehicle when the vehicle runs with a high load so as to power the driving 
motor, where the driving unit comprises a driving engine for driving only at least 
one rear wheel of the vehicle and the driving motor comprises a pair of driving 
motor units each of which drives one of a left and a right front wheel of the driving 
vehicle and the driving motor drives only a right and left front wheels of the 
driving vehicle independently of the at least one rear wheel, and where the 
driving engine defines a part of a first independent driving system and the driving 
motor defines a part of a second independent driving system which is 
independent of the first driving system, and the controller supplies power from 
the power supply section to the pair of driving motor units.
